THE  BRITISH  APPLE  IIARKET 

The  Liverpool  auction  for  American  apples  on  Wednesday,  October  9, 
showed  strength  at  the  opening  but  closed  weaker,  according  to  a  cable  re- 
ceived in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from 
Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    The  demand 
in  general  was  good  to  active  for  barreled  apples  and  slew  for  boxed  var- 
ieties.   Supplies  of  Virginia  York  Imperials  were  heavy  but  other  barreled 
apples  were  only  in  light  to  moderate  supply.    Washington  Jonathans  were 
illiberal  supply  but  supplies  of  other  boxed  stock  were  light  to  moderate. 

In  spite  of  the  heavy  supplies  of  Virginia  Yorks  they  were  in  good 
demand  and  brought  from  $5.35  to  $5.84  per  barrel  for  U.S.  Commercial  2- 
inch  stock  against  $5.60  to  $;5..84  last  week.    Slightly  larger  Yorks  brought 
from  50  to  70  cents  per  barrel  less,  U.S.  No.  1,  2§  inch  minimum  ranging 
from  $4.87  to  $5.11  per  barrel.    There  was  an  active  demand  for  Virginia 
Gravensteins  during  the  auction,  U.S.  No.  1,  z\  inch  stock  in  good  condi- 
tion bringing  from  $6.57  to  $7.06  per  barrel.    Poor  condition  Gravensteins 
brought  from  85  cents  to  $1.25  less.    The  demand  for  Virginia  Gri-nes  showed 
considerable  improvement  during  the  sale,  with  the  bulk  of  the  sales  rang- 
ing around  $5.60  to  $5.84  per  barrel  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2t  ir.ch  compared  with 
$5.11  to  $5.60  last  week.    Virginia  Delicious  were  in  good  demand  and  so±d 
at  from  $6.89  to  $7.54  per  barrel  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2§-  inch  stock  in  good 
condition  as  against  $7.18  to  $7.30  last  week.     Considerable  quantities  of 
miscellaneous  varieties  of  barreled  apples  in  generally  unsatisfactory  mer- 
chandising condition  were  offered  during  the  sale  and  brought  from  $4.00 
to  $5.00  per  barrel. 

There  was  only  a  light  demand  for  Washington  Jonathans  during  the 
sale,  offerings  of  Extra  Fancy  150/l63/l75  fruit  in  good  condition  bring- 
ing only  from  $2.60  to  $2.80  per  box  as  against  $3.53  last  week.  California 
Newt  owns  were  only  in  moderate  supply  but  met  with  a  slow  demard.  Fancy 
150-/163/175  fruit  bringing  $2.31  per  box.     Supplies  of  this  variety  wore 
only  in  fair  condition.    The  offerings  of  Oregon  Gravensteins  this  week 
were  in  poor  color  and  appoarance  and  consequently  met  with  a  slow  demand. 
Fancy  150/163/175  brought  only  $1.95  per  box  as  against  $2.92  to  $2.98  for 
fruit  in  fair  condition  last  week. 

Prices  being  paid  for  American  boxed  and  barreled  apples  in  the 
London  and  the  Glasgow  markets  are  about  the  same  as  those  prevailing  in 
Liverpool  with  the  exception  of  Virginia  Grimes  which  are  selling  at  from 
$5.84  to  $6.08  in  those  markets  as  compared  with  $5.60  to  $5.84  in  Liver- 
pool.   The  British  Empire  Marketing  Board  reports  that  the  Jaffa  orange  crop 
is  maturing  very  early  this  year  and  that  the  first  direct  shipments  are 
expected  to  reach  the  British  market  during  the  first  week  in  November. 
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Prices  paid  for  American  fruit  in  Liverpool  on  Wednesday,  October 
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
